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THE DEMANDS OF THE BRETHREN CHURCH. 
No. 3 

In our last we lett the imiireaaion that we had 
tiuiehed our lecture* to the mi uihut*. and we 
were of that iintiressiiiti ouraeli, but when we be- 
gan to cogitate upou mime system of improve- 
ment, we rnuud that we were entirely depeudeut 
upon the ministry, and without them we caunot 
so much as make a beginning toward the desired 
reformation. As Paul aaya, "How sball they hear 
without a preacher V And there is, therefore, 
one lecture more back for the minister of God's 
word. 

A part of the motto adnpted by the Brethren 
church is "the whole Uoepel," uot only a pirt or 
as much as may seem good to us. In this it is 
implied that it is all necessary to the well lure of 
the church. It must therefore all be prenched. 
We teel therefore duty bound to put our brethren 
in the ministry in mind ol thie duty, lest they 
might come short of some part of it. My apolo- 
gy for this impression is because of our tormcr 
church relations we were not expected, and in 
many. places would not have been permitted, to 
preach certain portions of the truth* ot the Gos- 
pel of Christ. Who ever heard a German Bap- 
tist minister preach from these words, "Kveu so 
haih the Lord ordained that they that preach the 
gospel shall live by the gospel"? or "Let him that 
ts < a ugbt in the word communicate unto him that 
teacheth in all good things ;" or "If we have sown 
unto you spiritual things, is it a great thing if we 
shall reap your carnal things?" And there are 
othera ot the same kind which are just aa careful- 
ly avoided in a Duukard preaching service as is 
the thirteenth chapter of John in a Presbyterian 
ritual. Now why k this ? They are not. acci- 
dents! passage* by any means, but are purposely 
introduced into the acriptures, and must, there- 
fore, be intended to te*cb a usetul leason. We 
mart then look for some other excuse for their ex- 
clusion from their text book. We will find it in 
the fact that their creed ia opposed to a sup- 
ported ministry, and aa these paesages clear 
ly teach the opposite, they adroitly avoid 
them- They do juat what other cbarobea do who 
do not practice the command of feet- washing ; 
they avoid reading such passages to tbeir congre- 
gations. Now, we, Brethren, have no occasion to 
evade soy portion of the tioepel, for we have 
adopted it all. And, setae Apostle says, "For 
our eskea, no doubt, this ts written ;" and again, 
"And they ere written for our admonition." We 
are now at liberty to preach whatever ia found in 


the word — nay, more, we ere required by our plat- 
form to do to, and hence this admonition to our 
foil duty, that we be not found remits in our high 
calling, 

My second apology is because it requires much 
moral courage to preach a trnth which is not pop- 
ular with the people for whom you are laboring. 
8uch is the caw with the passages of scripture 
quoted above and the doctrine tbey teach, The 
practical result of their teaching was strongly op- 
posed by the church in public preaching, aa well 
as enforced in practice. And again, as some ap- 
parent benefit will accrue to the minister by obe- 
dience to the scriptural injunction which we here 
advocate he mint preach, he feels some intimida- 
tion lest he may be accused of self-interest. This 
is a very successful source of hindrance to the 
gospel. The apostle himself felt the same threat- 
ening of intimidation, and replies, that lie had not 
written these things that it should be so donejunto 
him, for there were those even in his day who 
sought occasion to impugn the motives of the 
faithful servant oi God. It will require much 
humility to throw one's self liable to such charge. 
This is one of the opportunities lett us in this 
land of Gospel liberty of being falsely accused for 
Christ's sake and the gospel's. Self does not like 
to have his motives impugned. It is humiliating; 
lict the faithful embassador of Christ dare not 
evade it by shrinking from duty. Jonah tried to 
do that ; so did Saul, king of Israel, wifh feariul 
consequences. 

If the welfare of the minister were only at stake 
he might have some discretion left in the matter 
as the Apostle Paul exercised for himself, but as 
the welfare and prosperity of the cause of Christ 
depend* upon the faithful discharge of his duty, 
there is but one course left him. "Preach the gos- 
pel ; be instant, in season, out of season." And 
in the connection in which the Apostle asks "How 
shall they bear without a preacher," he also in- 
quires, "How shall they preach unless they be 
cent ? "No man goeth a warfare at his own ex- 
pense.,' No greet battle can be fought by s few 
individuals ; it will simply be a skirmish between 
detached forces. To wage a successful warfare 
will require the mustering into service and equip- 
ping ot the entire forces of the land, with s liber- 
al application ot all its resources. It" is equally 
true in a religious campaign. The Apostle ad- 
monishes to "put on the whole armor of God, that 
ye may be able to staud against the wiles of- the 
devil." The gispel provides abundantly tor the 
success in every depaitment of its work, but suc- 
cess can not be expected unless the means pro- 
vided be properly applied. Hence the Lord has 
ordained that tbey which preach the gospel should 
live of the gospel. Should give themselves whol- 
ly to it. It was not reasonable in apostolic times 
that the ministers should leave the word of God 
even to serve tables ; hut appointed men for that 
special purpose that they might give themselves 
continually to prayer, and to the ministry of the 
word. 

And now, in conclnsiou, the intention of this 
article is, to admonish and encourage our fellow- 
ministers to h ■ I illy, fearlessly and conscientiously 
proclaim the whole counsel of God ; and that we 
may say with 1'aul, "I take you to record thisday 
that I have uot shunned to declare unto you all 
the counsel of God." And to make up for lost 
time, let us give special effort to the neglected 
portions of the truth ol God. Kven it men will 
significantly wag their beads and say, "Aha, he 
has an ax to grind," "he wanta his wages raided," 
and other disparaging remarks. What need we 
care when we have "thus &aith the L'lrd" on our 
side. And this we have in favor of a supported 
ministry as clearly ai we have it for triune im- 
mersion, Lord's Supper, feet- washing, the saluta- 
tion, or any other of the clearly set forth com- 
mands of the gospel which we practice, and place 
■0 much store upon. And it it is uot as essential 
to our salvation, it in just at eisential to the suc- 
cess of the cause ot Christ. It po-iiivt'ly can not 
be a success without keeping this ordinance of 
the Lord. The history of the Duukard [church 
during the last hundred years abundantly demon- 
strates the fact. The church cannot a fiord to ig- 
nore any part ot the inspired writings. If she 
could, we won Id not need the whole gospel. 

Hoping, then, that you will endeavor to teach 
the people clearly and fully their duty toward the 
spreading of the Gospel, we shall next turn our 
attention to an investigation of those duties aa 
taught in the word of the Lord.

We have just thinned preparing a manuscript 
for publication which was so lull of &c.s that we 
have determined to write an editorial on tl.e 
the thing, lor is it uot written : "Out of the full- 
ness of the heart the mouth speaketh"? There 
is, of course, some use for the abbreviation in 
manuscript, but it is more intended for the prin- 
ter, as are in fact all abbreviations. The Ac. is 
especially objectionable in the use ot scripture. In 
quoting scripture, as much should be quoted ss 
has a bearing upon the subject unless it should be 
unusually lengthy, and then no &c. ia required. 
And it i« a credit to any author to have bia scrip- 
ture quotations fully and clearly set forth, and 
we would rather read a tew words of irrelevant 
scripture than to have that obnoxious substitute 
thrust before our eyes in every line. And then 
some writers use the Ac. when tbey expect the 
subject to be continued by the printer. As much 
as to say — in an undertone— "Printer, please con- 
tinue." This will oblige us to bunt up the pas 
sage, which we miut frequently do by the con- 
cordance and I hen interline the omitted words. 
Tnis is exceedingly annoying and provoking, and 
so entirely uncalled for if writers would know and 
do their part. And for their information this ar 
tide is written. Please follow the following rules 
upon this subject : 

1. Write out in full ALL words and names. 
Abbreviations are absolutely only for printers and 
private purposes. In private manuscript you 
may use any abbreviations or logograms which 
the writer may b« able to remember. The prin 
ter will use all the necessary technicalities and 
conventionalities, 

2. Quote in full all passages of scripture re- 
ferred to as proof, as far as pertinent *.o the point, 
aud as much farther aa justice to the language of 
the author may demand. Then no abbreviation 
marks will be required, 

Kxamples : Say,, the Kevelator says, not "the 
Iter. Bays." Annua) meeting says, not "A, M. 
says." Write "and" instead of "i."

Now there is no intima- 
tion of any inipartation of gifts in Acts 6 : 8, nor 
in Acta 18 i S. In both these instances hands 
were laid on the parties, when they were set apart 
for special duties. The last ease shows that it 
was sot confined to the original twelve apostles. 
In the sixth chapter ot Hebrews the laying on of 
hands is classed among the principle* of the doe- 
trine ol Christ, with faith, repentance aud bap-
